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the Claims;

L (CURRENTLY AMENDED)A device for tethering a child to an adult, 
comprising: 

a backpac k, sized to fit a child, having a top, an inside and an outside: 

a tether in communication with said backpack; and 

a retracting mechanism in communication with said tethe r: and 

a flat wrist loop, sized to fit the wrist of an adult in communication with 
said tether . 

2. (ORIGINAL) The device of claim 1, further comprising a locking mechanism 
at a first end of said tether. 

3. CURRENTLY AMENDED) The device of claim 1, further comprising wherein 
said flat wrist a loop is at a first end of said tether. 

4. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) The device of claim 1, further comprising 
wherein said flat wrist & loop and a locking mechanism is at a first end of said 
tether. 

5. (ORIGINAL) The device of claim 1, wherein said backpack has shoulder 
straps. 



6. (ORIGINAL) The device of claim 5, wherein said shoulder straps are disposed at 
the top of said backpack* 

7. (CURRENTLY AMENDED) Turning to Figure 2, on enhanced view of tho stool 
g yommot (20), showing tho retractable tother (10), with the flat- wrist loop ( 90) 
attach e d. Th e flat wriGt loop (90) has ■ many functions; it can be us e d-to attach the 
retractable tothor (10) to b e lt loops, brief ca se s, pocketbooks, baby otrolloro, shopping 
carta, and other device in the control of the parent. Th e flat wrist loop (90) can b e 
easily slipped over the-hond onto the wrist of the parent Thooo features allow th e 

parent tO maintain - control of tho young child and ntill hfivn tfin nfln nf hnth th e ir 

hands* The flai - wriot loop (90) can be adjusted by using tho securing m e cha sisay 
pr e ferably a squ ee ze buckle (80) so that the loop con bo made to fit anuggly around 
th e parent q wrist, or any of th e- afonamemtioned it e ms. Th e cqueozo buckle ( 8 0) has 
two parts, a mal e sid e and a female side, which arc joined to secure - th e loop. The 
device of claim 5, wherein said shoulder straps are adjustable in length. 
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8. (ORIGINAL) The device of claim 5, further comprising a first securing mechanism 
in communication with said shoulder straps. 



9, (ORIGINAL) The device of claim 8, wherein said first securing mechanism fastens 
said shoulder straps to one another. 



10. (ORIGINAL) The device of claim 8, wherein said fastening mechanism locks. 

11. (ORIGINAL) The device of claiml, further comprising a second securing 
mechanism in communication with said backpack, 

12. (ORIGINAL) The device of claim 1 1, wherein said second securing mechanism is 
a strap* 



13. (ORIGINAL) The device of claim 1 1 > wherein said strap locks. 

14* (ORIGINAL) The device of claim 11, wherein said second securing mechanism is 
disposed at the mid area of said backpack. 



15. (ORIGINAL) The device of claim 11, wherein said second securing mechanism is 
adjustable. 

16. (ORIGINAL) The device of claim 1, further comprising an identification window, 

17. (ORIGINAL) The device of claim 16, wherein said identification window is 
disposed on the outside top portion of said backpack. 
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
